Moreover, he had spent 30 years, himself, in the Department of Justice, and has a special 
citation from them. He loved his country. But when he found out that “his country" could 
do such a vile thing against decent, industrious tax-paying citizens, his heart almost brok 
He never recovered. I am made of sterner stuff. I remember what Cicero and Jefferson sai< 
that governments were the natural enemies of the people, and must be eternally watched or 
they would become tyrannous .

I suggdsted to Mr. McMann that he was only trying to frighten 
me, but Mr, McMann said, very seriously, "No. You can't put anything past those peot 
Amen, again. - I have the full transcripts of all the recordings taken in our house, a full 
• 48 pages, which may interest you to read, though I recall thtat I did tell you the whole 
story when we met in your office, and when you urged me to institute legal proceedings 
against the criminals. Again, I wish to God I had done .so. 

In 1954 I met a Judge Chillingsworth in Palm Beach, Florida. (He lived in 
West Palm Beach.) I told him our, story, and waited for him to be incredulous, but he sa 
"My dear girl, that is a very old tjtory about the IRS. I have files in my house of hundre 
of cases similar to yours, in Florida alone, and soon I am going to take action against' tr 
government and bxcuse the IRS nationally for what it is: Our SovietSecret Police, which 
is attempting to destroy every patriotic citizen who loves his country. The man you men 
from Buffalo's office, Robert Bickford, lives in West Palm Beach now, and he is the bag- 
for the IRS throughout the state of Florida.
